The first Brethren Church in the city 
of Washington was organi/ed about three 
months ago. We now have a band of 
some twenty-five or thirty very earnest 
Gospel-alone workers in the National 
Capital, with Brother Lyon as pastor. It 
should be remembered, however, that this 
is a mission point and needs the support 
of the entire church. The whole brother- 
hood should feel an interest in this mis- 
sion. It dpes not belong to any one dis- 
trict or congregation and 00 one Confer- 
ence District alone should be asked to 
support it. It belongs to the whole 
church — it is a national mission. The 
Philadelphia Church, becauseof proxiraity 
and because its pastor had a part in the 
organization of this mission, perhaps still 
morè so, because these people love mis- 
sion work, has issued a circular appealing 
to the whole brotherhood for means with 
which to support the mission in Washing- 
ton.

STUDIES IN THE AOTS. 
During the year 1897 the Sunday- 
school lessons will be taken, with few ex- 
ceptions, from the Acts of the Aposlles. 
This will afford an excellent opportunity 
to become better acquainted with the 
workings of the church during the first 
century of its existence. These lessons 
will be especially helpful in teaching the 
doctrine of the Brethren Church. Here 
we learn how the apostles who were with 
the Master, understood his teaching. 
Here too we learn how the great and fun- 
darnental principies of the Gospel were 
gradually developed in the early church. 
Once morè, in the study of the doings of 
these early missionaries of the cross, we 
will catch antrw the spirit of missions 
which of late has created such enthusiasm 
among our people.

The Holy Spirit Given, Conversion of the 
Three Thousand, The Conversion of the 
Elhiopian, Saul, the Persecutor Convert- 
ed, The Conversion of Cornelius, The 
Gentiles Converted, Paul's First Mission- 
ary Journey, A Spurious Conversion, The 
Conversion of Lydia, The Jailer Convert- 
ed, Almost Converted. Besides these are 
the Missionary Journeys of Paul, and 
other very suggestive subjects. It will be 
observed that in these studies are includ- 
ed no less than eight different conversions. 
From these we may learn what conversion 
is, the different steps in conversion, the 
place of faith, repentance and baptism, in 
conversion. These studies will be of 


spfcial interest to the Brethren Church.
